REVIEW OF REPORT: At the conclusion of the audit a draft of this 
report was reviewed with the Executive Director. 
GENERAL: ; 
1, TENANTS’ FILES: Inseveral instances the dwelling rental charges 


could not be reconciled with the information available in the individual © 


tenant’s file. The Authority is also not annually verifying the income 
of tenants as required by the Division of Housing. 

It is, therefore, recommended that a current survey of tenants’ in- 
come be made, and that rental charges be established in accordance 
with the regulations. set forth in the Management Resolution, 

2. INVESTMENTS: The Division of Housing has established the fol- 
lowing policy relative to investments: 

‘*At the beginning of each fiscal year, every Housing Author 
ity shall invest in interest bearing securities or deposits, that 
amount of cash on hand which exceeds the total of one month’s 
rent of the projects under the control of the Authority.” 

The rent roll of Project 200-C for September 1967 amounted to 
$2,858.50, as compared to a cash balance of $7,381.18 in the Admin- 
istration Fund as of the same date. The rent roll of Project 667-C 
for September 1967 amounted to $5,244.00, whereas the cash balance 
of the Administration Fund was $12,482.45 as of that date, 

It is, therefore, recommended that investments be made in accord= 
anée with the Division of Housing’s instructions. , 

An examination of the savings bank pass books for the funds current- 
ly invested showed that they had not been submitted -to the related 
banks to record the interest earned since January 1967. However, it 
was determined that interest earned on these accounts had been posted 
on the Authority’s books, 

The Executive Director stated that the interest was recorded from 
information obtained through phone calls to the banks. 

It is recommended that the pass books be submitted to the banks as 
required in order to maintain them ona current basis. The interest 
entries on the books should be supported by pass book interest cred 
its rather than phone calls. 

3, EXPENDITURES: The Authority did not comply with the provi- 
sions of the Management Program as regards bidding procedures, 
Payments for snow plowing and the purchase of aluminum doors were 
made without the benefit of competitive bidding as required by the 
Management Program. , 

It is recommended that the Management Program of the Authority, 
which has been approved by the Division of Housing, be followed, 

4, EMPLOYEES’ WITHHOLDING TAXES: An examination of the em- 
Ployees’ payroll records and copies of the quarterly returns filed with 
Federal and State agencies indicated certain variances between these 
records. 

It is recommended that the necessary adjustments be made, and that 
in the future all related records be reconciled before remitting such 
funds. ‘

Q, When you support someone over 65, can you take an additional 
exemption for him because of his age? 
4 A, ek there is just one $600,00 exemption for a dependent regard- 
less of age, 
Q, Are expenses incurred in seeking a job deductible? 
A, Job hunting expenses, or expenses incurred with the hope that 
future Sua Oy EU Will result, are not deductible, However, fees paid 
to an employment agency for procuring employment are deductible if 
you itemize your deductions, 

Q, My son is a full-time student in college where he received a full 
Scholarship for 1967, His tuition and room and board are paid for by 
the university, We provide all of his other support, including spending 
money while he is at school, Doeshe still qualify as our dependent? 

A, The scholarship, including the value of the room and board, is 
not counted in determining total support so that you are considered to 
maye been his sole support for 1967 and may claim him as your depen- 

ent, 
Q, How much gasoline tax can I deduct for 19677 
A, The Massachusetts gasoline tax rate was 6-1/2 cents a gallon in 
1967, Both the Massachusetts gasoline tax and your auto excise tax are 
deductible, You may use the gasoline tax rate table with your form 1040 
instruction package to determine how much gasoline tax you paid in 1967 
rather than make the computation yourself, 

Q, Can you tell me if moving expenses are deductible? 

A, If you moved your residence because your employer transferred 
you to a new place of employment or because you went to work for a 
new employer, you may be able todeduct the cost of your move, 

In order for your moving expenses to be deductible, you must be 
employed full time for at least 29 weeks aunt the 12-month period 
immediately following your arrival in the new location and your new 
pace of employment in relation to your old residence must be at 

ast 20 miles farther than the distance between your old residence 
and your old place of employment, Itisnot necessary that the 39 weeks 
be consecutive; that you work for one employer; or that you actually. 
have employment on the date Cie arrive at the new location, 

Moving expenses are considered to be the reasonable costs of moving 
yourself and your family, and your household goods and personal ef- 
fects from the old to the new residence, This expense may be claimed 
whether or not you itemize your deductions, Form 3903 should be filled 
out and attached to your return when claiming this deduction, 

Q, I think I may be able toclaim my aunt as a dependent, What items 
do you include when figuring support? 

A, uppers includes food, clothing, shelter, medical anddentalcare, 
and similar expenses, If items provided as support are goods or lodg- 
ing, then the fair market value of these items should be used, Check 
the Form 1040 instructions for further informationon dependency tests, 

Q, When our mother was ill last year, we had to hire a full time 
nurse for several weeks, Can we add what we paid her to our other 
medical expenses? 

A, The amount you paid her for nursing services will be deductible 
as a medical expense, However, if the nurse also performed household

Q. I understand that people who 
will be age 65 in 1968 must have 
worked under social security in 
order to be entitled to hospital 
insurance benefits under medi- 
care, Is this correct? 

A. Yes it is. A person reach- 
ing age 65 in 1968 willneedsome 
work under social security to be 
eligible for hospital insurance 
benefits. He willneed three quar- 
ters of coverage of about nine 
months of work under social se- 
curity. 

Q. My husband has been in the 
hospital since October 15th, His 
90 days of hospital coverage un- 
der medicare will soon be used up 
and we have no other insurance, Is 
it true that medicare will now pay 
for’ more than 90 days hospital 
care in a spell of illness? 

A. Yes, Starting with January 
1, 1968 medicare provides a life- 
time reserve of 60 additional 
days of hospital coverage which 
can be drawn upon if needed. 
Your hospital insurance will pay 
for all but $20.00 a day during 
this 60 days, 

Q. My mother purchased a 
hospital bed which was necessary 
because of her condition. Will 
medicare pay for this? 

A. Beginning on January 1, 
1968, your medicare insurance 
can help pay for either rental 


or purchase of medical equip- | 


ment such as wheelchairs, hospi- 
tal beds, etc, Payments by medi- 
care on purchased items will be 
made over a period of time, as 
if the purchased item had been 
rented, A

Q. Because of my illness I 
need a wheelchair, To be reim- 
bursed under medicare does it 
make any difference if 1 rent or 
buy the wheelchair? 

A. No. Beginning with January 
1, 1968, medicare will help pay 
for either rental or purchase of 
medical equipment such as 
wheelchairs, hospital beds, etc. 

Q. I will be 65 in 1968, Iam 
a school teacher and only worked 
one year under social security 
during the war. Will I be entitled 
to hospital insurance benefits 
when I reach age 65? 

A. Yes, Under the new law, you 
will only need three calendar 
quarters — or about 3/4 of a year 
of work under social security to 
qualify for hospital insurance 
benefits under medicare.
